DUTCH HYBRID AMARYILIS LUDWIG STRAIN 


Following pages list varieties available with brief descriptions and prices, whch void all previous prices. 
These fabulous bulbs will be available late in November for shipment, we suggest that you order early to assure 
obtaining the desired varieties. 

Upon arrival unpack carefully and plant one bulb to a 6”, 7” or 8” clay pot using a mixture of equal parts 
of decomposed cow or rabbit manure, leaf mold and medium weight garden soil all well mixed. 

Place bulb so that top half is above surface of soil spread roots carefully and water lightly tiil flower stem 
appears when water should be increased gradually. It is far better to underwater than overwater. 

Once monthly apply liquid feed. As blooms fade and wilt cut them off and as each flower stem is finished 
cut it off unless you desire to grow seed in which case cut nothing off till seed pods fully develope and ripen. 

Permit foliage to grow on vigorously as this growth produces the flower buds for the following season, a 
very important cycle. When foliage shows signs of dying reduce water gradually (this should be about late summer) 
then when foliage has fully died down remove it with a sharp knife and place the pot in a cool semi dark location 
to rest bulbs. 

When new shoots appear start to water, remove to normal light and follow same procedure as when planting. 
Bulbs can be kept in the same pot for three to five years, till there is no more room for the roots then replant in 
next size pot.
